DRAWBACK ON COAL 
CRITICISM 


——— 


OV4NG a supplementary estimate of 
£10 for agricultural purposes in the 
Dail yesterday, 

Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, said 
the sum of £3,050 for salaries was in respect 
of extra staffing needed owing to the Dairies 
Produce Act and Pigs and Bacon Act coming 
into force last year. The grants for com- 
mittees of agriculture included £1,200 for the 
srovysion of lime for agricultural purposes. 

ere was also a sum of £1,500 for the cost 
of distributing cattle export : licences, this 
task having been handed to agricultural com- 
mittees last July. Expenses had been incurred 
by the committees under the scheme. Special 
live-stock schemes accounted for the sum of 
£2,000. The sum of £1,805 was required to 
defray costs incurred in connection with 
the butter purchase scheme under the Prices 
Stabilisation Act, this being due to the fact 
that at one period of the year more money 
was paid out of the fund than came into it. 
For the last three years the sum of £100,000 
had been paid in this regard by the Minister 
for Finance, and had been repaid at the 
end of eaeh year. Last year £150,000 was 
asked for, but an additional £30,000 was now 
required, making a total of £180,000. 

There was a grant of £840 in respect of 
additional sugar-beet grown in the Cooley 
district, where there was a grant of 2s; per 
ton given to growers who supplied beet to 
the Carlow factory, this concession being 
made because some years ago an attempt had 
been made to divert the farmers from the 
growing of potatoes to beet owing to black 
seab. An additional sam of £1,000 was 
merchants 
under the Cereals Acts, the Minister baving 
taken responsibility to pay seed merchants 
where an agreement was entered into between 
the grower and the merchants for purchase. 
Somé of the growers sold their wheat to 
merchants other than those to whom they had 
agreed to sell it, and the Minister was. obliged 
to make good to the merchant, but he hoped 
to recover from the growers later on. Addi- 
tional provision to the extent of £1,200 was 
being made under the Land Allotments Act 
for free seeds, manures. etc. : 


CANNED BEEF BUSINESS 


Under the Slaughter of Cattle and Sheep 
Acts, where an additional sum of £224,000 
was necessary, the sum of £10,000 was for the 
purchase of eattle for the canning factory at 
Waterford. The cattle were purchased for 
human consumption in the form of canned 
beet and beef extracts. But unless the market 
for canned meat improved—the demand in this

MONEY FOR AGRICULTURAL PURPOSES 


Mr. DILLON (U.I., Donegal) said: that he 
understood that ne bounty was being paid on 
these cattle, and, therefore, when the Minister 
sold about half a million cattle to Germany 
he looked forward to either making a profit or 
breaking even.

ELIMINATING THE JOBBER 


Mr. DILLON said that the Minister was 
then gratified to report to the House that he 
had broken even. The farmers of the country 
could look with anticipation to an alternative 
market, in which on a sale of 500,000 head of 
cattle per year they could get out of it with- 
out a loss; but if they were dealing in a much 
smaller number of animals they would find 
the market not very profitable. 

He recalled that when the Pigs and Bacon 
Act was going through the Dail it was de- 
cided that neither the Pigg nor the Bacon 
Board were to be autonomous bodies, and 
the Opposition had a clause inserted in the 
bill giving the Minister the power to make 
inquiries from these Boards and secure any 
information required from them. Now, how- 
ever, the Marketing Board had blandly an- 
nounced its intention of eliminating altogether 
pig jobbers from the industry. If that were 
carried through they would have a situation 
arising which would mean the destruction 
of local fairs, and would cause great injury 
to business in small towns 


“UNHOLY MESS” 


Mr. DILV.ON also referred to the position 
of the evrer who found himself in a position 
to sell te the American market at what 
amounted to a fancy vrice. Under the prv- 
visions of the Ac; the curer who was work- 
ing on a quota could not sell out of his 
export quota, but had to find the bacon from 
from his home gales quota. This quota, how- 
ever, was only eoual to the normal demand 
by rmlar customers , 

The Pacem Marketing and Pigs Marketing 
Board had made an unholy mess of the job 
they were given to do. A clear profit and 
less account should be furnished relating to 
the Minister’s butter transactions in Ger- 
many. the Continent and the British market. 

Dealing with the production of sugar, Mr. 
Dillon said that the set price of Tate and 
Lvle sugar crystals delivered at Dublin in 
bond was about 9s. 3d. per ewt., while the 
corresponding priee of sugar produced by the 
Irish Sugar Company was 25s. Sd. per 
cwt. That meant that in bounties 
of one kind or another the State 
contributed 16s. 2d. per ewt., or £16 3s. 4d. 
per ton on sugar. If the figures supphed to 
him by a friend in touch with the Tuam 
factory were correct, it was computed that 
7.25 tons of beet was the average amount re- 
quired to produce a ton of sugar. . The 
average yield of bect was 10.5 tons _ per 
statute acre. On that basis the sugar com- 
parry received a bounty of £24 5s. per acre, 
while the farmer, after allowing for freight, 
received £17 lls. ód. per acre, On that 
reckoning the sugar company received £7 per 
acre and a free crop, and were then free to 
turn out sugar at the world price.

The Colonial Problem 


One of the most difficult problems that 
were created by the Peace Treaties of 1919 
is that of Germany’s former colonies. 
Germany entered the race for colonial 
possessions rather late. Britain, France, 
Portugal, Belgium and Holland all had 
been there before her, and, particularly 
in the African Continent, had obtained 
most of the best territory for purposes of 
colonisation. Nevertheless, the Germans 
contrived to secure a substantial amount 
of land. They acquired what was known 
as “German East’’—now Tanganyika 
Colony—‘‘ German West,” Togoland, and 
the Cameroons in Africa, the port of 
Kiaochow in China, and a number of 
fairly important islands, such as the 
Carolines and the Marshalls, in the 
Pacific. Every fair-minded man must 
fadmit that, on the whole, Germany 
colonised her overseas possessions remark- 
ably well. Her people have not the genius 
for colonisation that belongs in differing 
degrees to the British and the French; 
but they did their work very thoroughly, 
and the astonishing loyalty of the native 
population in German East Africa to 
General von Lettow-Vorbeck during the 
War gave the lie to those who contended 
that the Germans had been treating their 
subject races badly. When the War broke 
out, however, all sense of proportion was 
lost everywhere. Propaganda was neces- 
sary at the time, and one of the most 
effective pieces of propaganda used against 
Germany was the charge that she had 
abused her position in her colonies. From 
the very first day of the War it became 
obvious that Germany would lose her over- 
seas possessions. Japan grabbed Kiaochow 
within a few hours of her declara- 
tion of war, and afterwards seized all the 
available islands in the Pacific. The 
French went straight for the Cameroons, 
while the Union of South Africa launched 
an attack first on ‘‘German West’’ and 
afterwards on “ German East,” which 
was defended with brilliance, and almost 
incredible gallantry, by that magnificent 
soldier, von Lettow-Vorbeck. We need not 
enter into the details of the several) 
colonial campaigns; suffice it to say that 
at the end of the War Germany found 
herself without a single colony, having 
lost into the bargain substantial areas in 
Europe. 

In the nature of things, the British 
Empire became the chief beneficiary ; but 
Great Britain, per se, did not gain very 
much. She took over German East Africa 
under a mandate from the League of 
Nations, just as she took over Iraq and 
Palestine, both of which have proved to 
be costly liabilities. The Union of South 
Africa, having conquered ~~‘ German 
West,” obtained a r-nudate for its 
administration, quite apart from Great 
Britain, and, although the mandate in 
theory is only temporary, in practice the 
Union never will give the territory up 
unless she should be compelled to abandon 
it by force. France is equally determined 
to retain the colonies that she seized in the 
West, and, of course, Japan has not the 
least intention to give up anything to any- 
body. In these circumstances, the growing 
campaign in Germany in favour of a re- 
storation of at least portion of her colonies 
is causing some concern. Ever since the 
War all Germans have been united on two 
points regarding the Peace Treaties. They 
have been unanimous in their refusal to 
acquiesce in the “ War Guilt’’ clauses 


their colonies. The Germans are a proud 


that they are unfit to possess overseas 
colonies, particularly since other peoples 


selves superior hold sway over enormous 


is .a matter of national prestige, and 
history teaches that there can be no 


Germany’s case is far more acute than 


that of Italy, because not only have the 
Italians never had any colonies worth the 


WEEK-DAYS, ‘CONTINUOUS’?

‘whereas Germany lost both her colonies 
and part of her European possessions. 
Furthermore, Germany’s population is 
very much larger, and very much more 
virile than that of Italy. If something 
is not done soon to satisfy the German 
craving for colonies, the German people 
will solve their problem by expansion in 
Europe—namely, at the expense of Soviet 
Russia. They feel that they must have 
more territory, and it is fairly obvious 
that they can expect nothing from any of 
the colonial Powers. Mr. J. H. Thomas 
announced the other day that the British 
Empire had no intention to restore any 
of the territory that it had acquired after 
the War. The Foreign Minister of the 
Netherlands was equally emphatic on 
Wednesday at The Hague, when he de- 
clared that Holland never would cede an 
inch of her colonial possessions ‘‘ to meet 
the expansionist needs of other nations.”’ 
In a perfectly organised society every 
nation would have free access to sources 
of raw materials, and would be able to 
settle their surplus populations in un- 
developed parts of the earth; but, as 
matters stand, every nation that owns an 
acre of colonial territory is determined to 
stick to it at all costs. Italy is making 
a desperate effort to solve her problem by 
the annihilation of the Abyssinians, and 
thereby has incurred the wrath of the 
civilised world. Germany hitherto has 
done nothing; but the rate at which she 
is arming herself suggests that she will 
not remain inactive for long, particularly 
if Signor Mussolini should succeed in the 
slightest degree in his Abyssinian gamble. 
The Germans cannot attack an African 
State; but they can, and doubtless will, 
attack their ancient enemies, the Russians. 
To that end they already have made 
friends with Poland—a nation which. if 
there should be another war in the East 
of Europe, probably will disappear from 
the map once again. It is a disquieting 
prospect, which is not. improved by the 
way in which the other Powers are turn- 
ing a blind eye to the dangers that are 
increasing daily. 


Step by Step 


The ‘‘ step by step ” policy which the 
Government of Northern Ireland has been 
pursuing with regard to Great Britain is 
not so simple as at first it might seem to 
be. Its principle is that Northern Ireland, 
so long as she maintains the same level of 
taxation as Great Britain, shall enjoy the 
same social services, but in practice the 
ideal has beén rather hard to follow. In 
a completely self-governing State of ‘that 
size it is hardly necessary to say that the 
ideal would be impossible. The smaller 
the population is the greater administra- 
tive costs tend to be in proportion, 
and the Free State already has found, for 
instance, that she cannot maintain her 
postal services at anything like the level 
of those in Great Britain without a con- 
siderable increase in the charges. Northern 
Ireland is not completely self-governing, 
but even her present status involves her in 
some difficulty. One case in point is the 
maintenance of the education system, 
which still is causing trouble, and another 
is the question of unemployment, which 
has been slightly eased by a new agree- 
ment with Great Britain. The Minister 
of Finance, Mr. H. M. Pollock, explained 
the terms of this agreement yesterday in 
the Northern House of Commons. Under 
them the British’ Exchequer will pay out 
an additional £447,000 in order to keep the 
Northern Ireland fund in a state of parity 
with the British fund, and it was natural

that the news should have been welcomed 
by every party in the House. Mr. T. J. 
Campbell’s cynical comment, that ‘‘ no 
Irishman, North or South, but desires to 
get as much British revenue as possible,’ 
was hardly fair. As Mr. Pollock already 
had pointed out, the need for a re-adjust- 
ment has arisen from the different needs 
and resources of the two countries, not to 
mention the curious financial agreement 
between them. The Six Counties, as he 
implied, cannot be considered as if they 
were standing altogether on their own 
feet and could make their own arrange- 
ments. .EKighty-nine per cent. of their 
total revenue is collected and administered 
by Great Britain in accordance with the 
needs of the United Kingdom as a whole, 
and very often this system does not suit 
their particular needs. In regard to un- 
employment, for instance, the burden in 
Great Britain can be “ averaged ” over a 
large number of various industries—the 
more prosperous. helping to support the 
less prosperous.

science he exists mainly as something to 
be dissected or otherwise maltreated. In 
literature, indeed, he has been awarded a 
place by Aristophanes, and by a later poet 
who has given the world a vivid and 
sympathetic picture of his last moments 
on a log; but, on the whole, he has been 
treated as a creature of small importance. 
Recent studies, however, show that this 
opinion may have to be revised; and 
society may yet come to the conclusion 
that ‘‘A’’ (the celebrated archer who 
shot at a frog) was guilty of a very grave 
offence which certainly should not have 
been allowed to find mention in the 
nursery rhyme. The frog, in short, is one 
‘of the benefactors of humanity, and his 
claim was established a few days ago at 
a meeting of the Zoological Society in 
London. Mr. Ivan Sanderson, who has 
been spending the last year collecting frogs 
in the forests of the British Cameroons, 
revealed the result of his investigations. 
The frog, it seems, passes the greater part 
of his time in keeping at bay such diseases 
as malaria, yellow fever, sandfly fever and 
sleeping sickness ; but he also devotes some 
of his attention to the care of the tea, 
cocoa, coffee, cotton and tobacco crops. He 
performs all these useful functions by the 
simple process of eating flies, especially 
such flies as carry disease. The more flies 
eaten—and, by inference, the more frogs 
to eat them—the less chance there is that 
the white man will have to go home on 
sick. leave, or that he will be bankrupted 
by the ruin of his crop. Changes in the 
state of the land, such as the substitution 
of grass for forest on a large scale, cause 
the frog population to move elsewhere. 
The frog, indeed, is very particular about 
his abode, and his feelings are of such 
importance in the tropics that they will 
have to be respected. Perhaps, in time, he 
will be held in gual honour at home.

An inquiry was opene 
Eas Foreign Office to-day with the hope 
of discovering how the document, which 
mentions Abyssinia, fell into the hands of 
the Italian journalists. The paper is the 
report of the committee presided over by 
Sir John Maffey, the Permanent Secretary 
of the Colonial Office, and has not been 
issued officially. It was sent to the 
Foreign Office in June, and a sentence in 
it referring to the British Somaliland 
frontier reads: “ Nor can there be any 
doubt about the advantages which would 
result from the satisfaction of having 
nearby an efficient frontier administration 
such as the Italians would possess, instead 
of the present Abyssinian administration.” 
The confidential character of the document 
is undoubted, as on the front page is the 
‘word “secret” in bold type, and an 
intimation that it was the property of the 
Government. It was circulated to all the 
departments concerned, and the first step 
taken in to-day’s investigation was to trace 
every copy issued. It is most necessary to 
ascertain how the report reached Italian 
hands, as other confidential documents 
may be secured in a similar manner.

Former Leakages 


It is recalled to-day that no such 
leakage of diplomatic secrets has ‘taken 
place since 1925, when a New York paper 
‘published the text of a secret memorandum 
on British foreign policy, written by Mr 
Harold Nicholson, and circulated to the

Organised Defence 


Lord Salisbury is to initiate a debate in 
the House of Lords on Thursday next to 
call attention to the organisation In the 
Government. for the direction of the 
Defence Services. The Cabinet, it is 
understood, is still giving consideration to 
this question, and is likely to set up a 
committee with a Cabinet Minister at its 
head. The committee would be associated 
with the Committee of Imperial Detence 
and would be given complete contro! of ali 
defence matters, as well as powers to co- 
ordinate the three Services. No decision 
on the part of the Government is likely 
to be announced until the White Paper on 
armaments is issued next month. The 
new committee, if constituted, is likely to 
be a very important one, and it will have 
its own staff and offices in Whitehal!— 
possibly in the War Office—so that it may 
be right at the centre of things. It is on 
the question of staff that some difficulty 
is likely to arise, as it is suggested that 
the members may be appointed from out- 
side the Civil Service, possibly from indus- 
trial firms. The Civil Service objects to 
the introduction of business men into 
Whitehall, and points out that that ex- 
perience was not successful during the 
War. 


The Navy 


The Naval Conference is making pro- 
gress slowly, but naval shipbuilding goes 
quietly and steadily on its course. Last 
year four new cruisers, a destroyer flotilla, 
three submarines, and nine sloops were 
added to the Navy, and this year three 
more new cruisers may be completed. Two 


| of these are medium-sized vessels of about 


7,000 tons, while the third is a smaller 
cruiser of 5,200 tons. Steps have been 
taken recently to increase the strength in 
motor boats, as trials have shown that the 
seaworthiness of these little high-speed 
craft is of enormous value. Six new 
coastal motor boats have been ordered, in 
addition to 25 high-speed launches for use 
by destroyers. 


Mourning and Trade 


The King, while at the British In- 
dustries Fair at the White City yester- 
day, discussed with Lord Derby and with 
some of the officials and exhibitors the 
effect that Court mourning had had upon 
trade. The King has decided to-day that 
the public will not be expected to wear 
mourning at the Ascot Meeting. This wil! 
come as a relief to many hundreds ct 
people employed in the dressmaking in- 


- dustry, as they look upon Ascot Week as 


one of the outstanding features of their 
year. The news was received with pleasure 
to-day among the manufacturers of dress 
fabrics at the White City, and a rush of 
orders for coloured materials is expected 
within a few hours. - One dress fabric 
manufacturer remarked to-day that the 
news would! be of enormous benefit to the 
whole industry. 


The Education Bill 


The official policy of the Church of 
England regarding the proposals in 
the Government’s Education Bill was 
announced to-day in a statement issued by 
the National Society, which, under its new 
Royal Charter, is the Central Council of 
the Church for religious education. While 
the statement “ shares the desire of the 
Government to raise the school-leaving 
age, and welcomes the proposals of the 
Education Bill, 1936, which are designed 
to further that aim,” and “ recognises 
cordially the assistance which the bill 
offers to certain Church of England schoo!s 
In carrying out the works necessary to 
enable them to take their share in the re- 
organisation of primary and post-primary 
education,” it represents strongly that in 
the view of the National Society “ certain 
amendments should be effected in the bil! 
as introduced.’’ These amendments relate 
to '' reserved teachers ” and the provision 
of grants for other than senior schools. 


British Exports 


The Tariffs Committee of the Federation 
of British Industries has been following 


closely the trend of British export trade 
to Denmark and Holland during the pas! 
three years, and has come to the conclusion 
that, with regard to Denmark, the question 
of import licences is now thoroughly un 
| Satisfactory, and that the whole position 
should be adjusted in Great Britain's 


favour forthwith. With regard to 
Holland, the Tariffs Committee has noted 


with regret the complete unwillingness o! 
the Netherlands Government to meet the 


wishes of this country, which is a ver\ 


important customer of Holland. As.a 
result of the committee’s conclusions, th: 
Federation of British Industries has laid 
before the Board of Trade the unsatisfac- 
tory nature of our trading relations. with 
these two countries, and has suggested 
that, failing a very early and satisfactory 
agreement, the Government should impose 
a clearing against both of these countries.

HE Dail at the moment is ‘‘ mopping 
up odds and ends of legislation.’’ 
This slightly derisive expression is used 
extensively by the more confident student 
of politics, who, by the ease with which 
he can reproduce it, conveys a knowledge 
of the work of Parliament to which there 
is no limit. Yesetrday’s “ mopping up ’’— 
persisting with the quotation marks to dis- 
claim responsibility—was directed against 
such ‘‘ odds and ends of legislation ” as 
the Committee stages of the School Attend- 
ance Bill, the Poor Relief (Dublin) Bill, 
the Spanish Trade Agreement Bill, the 
Harbours, Docks and Piers (Charges) Bill, 
and the Weights and Measures Bill. 
We had also supplementary estimates 


for law charges, agriculture, and repay- 


ments to the Contingency Fund, together 
with a motion for a money resolution in 
regard to the Finance (Special Drawback) 
Bill and the second stage of the Defence 
Forces (Temporary Provisions) Bill. It 
was rumoured that the estimate for agri- 
culture would be debated at some length 
and with a fair degree of violence, but no 
one could hold out much hope for the 
other measures. As things turned out, 
however, the agriculture fans proved to 
have been too enthusiastic about their 
child, for this debate was as scrappy. and 
as tedious as any. 


“ A COMPLETE FAUX PAS ” 


Deputy Dillon, on the second reading of 
the Spanish Trade Bill at the previous 
session, had not restrained himself on the 
subject of this alternative market; and 
believing, perhaps, that he had done 
enough, he did not make an appearance 
for the Committee stage yesterday after- 
noon.

N ATIONALISTS joined with Unionists 


in congratulating the Northern 
Minister of Finance in the House of Com- 
mons to-day, when he announced that the 
new unemployment agreement with the 
United Kingdom Exchequer would mean an 
increase of £447,000 in the payment from 
Great Britain. , 
Under the new agreement the contribu- 


tion payable by the Exchequer of. the | 


United Kingdom to the Equalisation Fund 
to keep the Northern Ean soar Unemploy- 
ment Fund in a state of parity with the 
British Fund has been estimated this year 
at £722,000, instead of the £275,000 which 
would have been payable under the old 
agreement. 

Mr. H. M. Pollock, Minister of Finance, 
explaining the resolutions consequent on 
the agreement, said that this question had 
given the Government great concern since 
the beginning of their career. Their finan- 
cial sheet anchor was the report of the 
Colwyn Arbitration Committee, the main 
principle of which was that Northern Ire- 
land, so long as it maintained taxation 
approximately on the British scale, was 
entitled to enjoy equal social services. 
This principle, however, was endangered 
in practice because of the liabilities 
incurred on one particular service, due to 
the violent fluctuations which took place 
in unemployment in Northern Ireland over 
varying periods. — ! 

The 1926 agreement was the first recogni- 
tion of the necessity for special arrange- 
ments to meet the situation. Without the 
benefit of that agreement their borrow- 
ings would have risen to an intolerable 
level. 


THROWN OUT OF GEAR 


This agreement, however, had been 
thrown out of gear by the revolutionary 
change in the whole scheme of unem- 
ployment benefit. The main reason for 
the change of the 1926 agreement was that 
Northern Ireland had to bear her total 
population proportion—2.8 per cent. of 
the British expenditure on unemployment 
—before qualifying for a contribution 
from Great Britain. This 
nullified the intention of the agreement ; 
hence the necessity for the new agree- 
ment which took the insured in place of 
the total population, as was proper, and, 
accordingly, provided for Northern Ire- 
land bearing only 24 per cent. in place 
of 2.8 per cent. of the British expend. 
ture before qualifying for a contribution. 

‘‘Tt must be remembered,’’ added the 
Minister, ‘‘that our province is not a 
self-governing Dominion; responsible for 
its entire finances. No less than 89 per 
cent. of our total revenue is collected 
hy the Imperial authorities on a scale 
settled at Westminster in accordance with 
the needs of the Kingdom as a whole, 
and, moreover, even the remaining 11 per 
cent. within our purview does not admit 
of much variation.’’ 

FLUCTUATING REVENUE 

On the expenditure side of the Budget, 
however, they had the service of unem- 
ployment, which cost in the present year 
no less than 27 per cent. of their tax re- 
venue, liable to severe fluctuation owing 
to the fact that in the main they de- 
pended upon the state of unemployment 


in two large industries—linen and ship- 
building—which were themselves liable to 


fluctuate considerably under present 
world conditions, whereas in Great 
Britain the fluctuations were averaged 


over a large number of occupations. 

It was obvious that no Budget could 
achieve any reasonable degree of stability 
under such conditions, and accordingly it 
was agreed that it was equitable that the 
brunt of the fluctuations in their unem- 
ployment expenditure should be borne by 
the two Exchequers, and not by one Ex- 
chequer alone, allowing no one year of 
depression to throw their Budget into 
chaos. For that reason he wished to refute 
the charge that the agreement was, in 
effect, a subsidy. 

The real outcome of the new arrange- 
ment was that, in years of depression, 
they would pay little Imperial con- 
tribution, and would receive a con- 
siderable sum for unemployment 
expenditure. In normal years they 
would receive less for unemployment 
and pay more Imperial contribution, 
while in prosperity they would receive 
nothing for unemployment and pay a 
still larger Imperial contribution. 

In fact, if they were more prosperous 
than Britain they were liable to con- 
tribute towards her unemployment, as well 
as to pay an Imperial contribution. 


CONGRATULATIONS 


Mr. Beattie (Labour) said that for some 
time he had been coming to the conclusion 
that Northern Ireland was getting into a 
very bad way, and he was wondering what 
would be the lot of those unemployed who 
had very little income. He wished to add 
his appreciation to the Minister of Finance 
for negotiating this new agreement. 

Colonel Gordon (Unionist) said that the 
new agreement would lift a great burden 
off the shoulders of the Minister of 
Finance. 

Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C. (Nationalist) 
said that the Minister of Finance had made 
a good bargain in the contest between Irish 
and British brains. No Irishman would 
lament the fact that he was getting half- 
a-million more than under the old agree- 
ment, and he (Mr. Campbell) would say, 
‘‘ more power to his elbow.” (Laughter. ) 

“I always thought,” said Mr. Campbell, 
‘‘that the foundation of the Northern 
Parliament was -devised by hard-headed 
men on a money basis.” (Laughter.) 

Sir Robert Lynn (Unionist) said that he 
was very glad that Mr. Campbell had 
supplied them with a new reason why they 


should not enter the Free State.

Police Discoveries in Lane 


A CHAIN of bloodstains on the surface 

of the lane leading from the spot 
where her abandoned car was discovered 
down to the seashore has convinced the 
police that the body of Mrs. Vera Ball is 
in the sea, and that it may not be re- 
covered for several days. 

Whether Mrs. Ball was murdered or not, 
however, is a matter on which there is 
some doubt, and although the discoveries 
made in the last day or so point strongly 
to a case of murder the police Know that 
until the body is found a deiinite opinion 
on this point cannot be fully entertained. 

Late last night the police authorities 
cancelled the statement issued earlier in 
the day requesting an interview with a 
motorist who drove a man from Shankill 
to Dublin on Monday Ea It was 
learned that the motorist had come for- 


iward and was interviewed by the police. 


FRESH CLUES 


Early yesterday morning the Civic 
Guards examining the spot where the car 
was found at Corbawn lane discovered a 
hairpin of an unusual and rather an ex- 
pensive type to which several strands of 
light-coloured hair were attached. At this 
spot there is a barrier which prevents 
vehicular traffic proceeding further to the 
seashore, which is a distance of several 
hundred yards away. At one side of 
large spot of blood 
was found, and near it lay the 
hairpin, which up to then seemed 
to have escaped observation. Carefully 
examining the ground, the Guards, a 
few yards from where the first trace of 
blood was discovered; saw another, this 
time very small and hardly perceptible. 
A little further there was still another 
bloodstain, and a few yards from it 
they came across another. hair, which 
coresponded with that found on the hair- 
pin. From that point down towards the 
sea at intervals of between three and five 
yards were found other bloodstains. The 
last one was discovered on a stone flag at 
the top of a flight of concrete steps leading 
directly down to the sands. 


FELT HAT DUG UP 


Here the Guards, after matty the 
traces of the blood found on-the laneway, 
dug up the sand near the end of the steps. 
After about an hour’s search here they 
discovered a woman’s black felt hat which 
had apparently been thrown up by the sea. 
They retained it for further examination. 

Investigations on the laneway, whichis 
overgrown with brambles and bushes, and 
which has a hard surface, revealed parts 
where the gravel was upturned. This sug- 
gested that some heavy burden had been 
dragged along it towards the sea. 

Later in the evening Dr. J. McGrath, 
the State pathologist, visited the place, 
and after he had examined the stains on 
the roadway the police and detectives dug 
them ys and, putting them in separate 
jars, despatched them to the State 
pathologist’s laboratory in Dublin for 
further examination. In this way it will 
be possible to compare the blood with 
that discovered on the hatchet which was 
found in a little shed attached to Mrs. 
Ball’s residence at 23 St. Helen’s road 
and used for the storage of fuel, as well 
as the blood clots that were found beside 
the flower beds in the garden. Dr. 
McGrath already has compared these

HILL SEARCH ABANDONED 


After the discovery of the clues in the 
laneway the detectives abandoned their 
search of the hills above Shankill, and 


devoted themselves entirely to the sea- 


shore. Nearly two hundred men, with a 
number of boats, were requisitioned, and 
ordered to drag the coast from Dalkey to 
Bray by means of grappling irons. In a 
line with the steps down which it is be- 
lieved the body of Mrs. Ball was carried 
a number of boats manned by members 
of the Guards made an extensive investi- 


gation of the sea bottom. This was ren- 


dered difficult owing to the fact that the 
declivity from the shore to the sea is 
abrupt and shelving, while there are 
numerous currents. It has been found 
that late on Monday night there was a 
neap tide—which would mean that the 
water had risen half-way up the height 
of the concrete steps. That being so, it 
is likely that anything thrown into it on 
that night would be carried out, unless it 
became lodged between the rocks near the 
shore. Be 

After dark. yesterday evening orders 
were given that dragging operations were 
to be suspended until seven o’clock this 
morning, but along the whole coast from 
Dalkey to Bray policemen were stationed 
at intervals of between thirty and fifty 
yards, in order to keep watch for signs 
of the body. While it is thought that 
the possibilities of it being recovered dur- 
ing the night were not very great, it was 
believed that it might be washed in on 
the early morning’s tide. In order to 
find sufficient men for the purpose rein- 
forcements were gathered from all parts 
of County Dublin and Wicklow. 

For several hours yesterday afternoon 
the Misses Wilson, of Shankill, who re- 
cently took out their pilots’ licences, 
flew low over the sea in an aeroplane, but 
they failed to discover any object that 
would suggest a body in the water. 


POLICE THEORY 


There is no doubt now in the minds of 
the authorities. that Mrs. Bal) died at her 
home at 23 St. Helen’s road, Booterstown, 
and that her body was thrown into the 
sea by a man, who drove it out to Shankill 
in the Austin ‘‘Seven’’ motor car which 
was found at Corbawn lane. Besides the 
blood-stained axe which was lying in the 
coal shed, there were blood stains on the 
carpets and in the garden, and, of course, 
on the car. | 

The clothing that was found in the 
house in Dublin was that both of a man 
and a woman. The man’s clothing, it is 
stated, included a shirt, the upper portion 
of which was stained with blood. The 
State Pathologist, when he has concluded 
his investigations, will be able to affirm 
whether the blood on these clothes is from 
the same body as that which was found 
on the car, on the hatchet and at Shankill. 
This will throw a very definite light on 
the mystery. 

One of the officers investigating the case 
yesterday told an Irish Times reporter 
that the most important factor in their 
investigations now was the question of 
time. “ We are fighting against time,” 
he said. ‘‘ If our efforts to find the body 
are successful in the next day or so, you 
may expect lightning developments. If 
not—well, it will be more difficult.”’

The Dublin Fever Hospital Bill, which 
is intended to provide for the establish- 
ing of a new fever hospital in Dublin, 
and for the closing of Cork Street Fever 
Hospital, was issued yesterday. A 
Dublin Fever Hospital Board (extra- 
ordinary members) electorate is to be 
set up, consisting of a number of 
members equal to the number consti- 
tuting the body incorporated by charter 
granted in 1903 under the name of the 
House of Recovery and Fever Hospital, 
Cork street, Dublin. The first members 
will be the trustees of the body corporate 
on the date on which it is established. 

An Hospital Board shall also be set up, 
consisting of seven members elected by 
the Dublin Corporation; three by the 
Board of Health; seven by the extra- 
ordinary members’ electorate, and three 
appointed by the Minister for Local 
Government. | 

The Hospital Board shall appoint a 
Resident Medical Superintendent and 
other officials, subject to the approval of 
the Minister, who will fix their remunera- 
tion. 

Patients suffering from infectious 
diseases will be received by the hospital 
on the order of the medical superinten- 
dent officer of health of the County 
Borough of Dublin, or assistant-superin- 
tendent, or any dispensary medical officer 
in the County Borough of Dublin. The 


cost of conveyance, of disinfection, 


and \cost of food will be patients’ 
expenses, and in respect of city and 
county patients these will be met by the 


Corporation and Board of Health. 

As soon as the Hospital Board has held 
its first meeting it will prepare and 
submit to the Minister a scheme for the 
erection of a new fever hospital in or 
near the City of Dublin, setting out the 
site, plans and estimated cost. When ap- 
proved by him, the Minister will fix the 

eriod within which the hospital shall 

e erected and established.

English Farmer 
Fined £8,400

Fines totalling £8,400 were imposed by 
Alderman Sir Phene Neal at the Mansion 
House, London, yesterday, on Samuel 
Arthur Brake, described as of Higher 
Farm, Limington, Yeovil, Somerset, for 
Customs offences relating to the importa- 
tion of horses. Brake, who was also 
ordered to pay twenty guineas costs, was 
allowed two months in which to pay. 

He had pleaded guilty to all the 
summonses—twenty-four—of making false 
Customs declarations and being concerned 
in fraudulent attempts at the evasion of 
duties on horses imported by him from the 
Irish Free State.

He dealt largely in horses which 
he bought in the Free State, and the case 
against him was very similar to several 
others that had recently been before the 
Court. Mr. Stephenson said that in July, 
1934, Customs Officers first saw Mr. Brake 
on the question of duties, but not until 
December, 1935, was he bluntly charged 
with furnishing false figures. He then 
made a statement to the effect that he had 
spent something like £20,000 on buying 
Irish horses since the duties were put on.

OLLOWING the established practice of 
public boards, the members of the 
E.S.B. have preserved a persistent silence 
in the face of attacks by representative 
authorities upon their alleged hesitation 
to reach a decision on the joint hydro- 
electric and water-supply scheme as finally 
approved some months ago by Herr Buchi 
and Professor Meyer Peter. As the result 
of inquiries made it can now, however, be 
stated with authority that many weeks 
have passed since the E.S.B. reached a 
conditional agreement with the Corpora- 
tion for the immediate prosecution of the 
joint undertaking. One condition of the 
agreement called for a special, though rela- 
tively small, subvention from the National 
Exchequer, measured strictly as the 
amount necessary to fill the unavoidable 
‘““gap’’ between gradual extensions of 
plant at the Pigeon House Station and the 
investment of capital at Poulaphouca, 
which would not yield economic results, 
so far as electricity supply is concerned, 
for six or seven years from the initiation 
of the joint scheme. 


REASON FOR DELAYS 


The amount necessary to fill that gap is 
stated to be between £80,000 and £100,000 
of a total capital outlay of somewhere in 
the region of £1,200,000. Such delays as 
have occurred during recent weeks are 
solely attributable to negotiations between 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce, 
who are concerned as parliamentary 
sponsors for the E.S.B., and for the value 
of the scheme as a means of providing em- 
ployment, and the Ministry of Finance, 
who must ultimately provide the necessary 
resources. It is understood that such 
difficulties as now remain between the 
Government and Dublin Corporation on 
‘points of financial adjustment are rela- 
tively negligible; and are very unlikely 
to postpone final decisions. 


HOW “GAP” ARISES 


Meanwhile it may be interesting to 
explain that the “ gap ” to be filled by 
the National Exchequer arises mainly 
from the steady and continuous growth of 
demand for electricity supplies, which 
must be anticipated and provided for well 
in advance of the moment at which they 
arise. Basing such anticipated demands 
on present rates of progress, it will be 
necessary to add gradually year by year 
to the present Pigeon House plant, even 
during the three or four years which 
will be required to complete the projected 
works at Poulaphouca. When completed, 
the Griffith-Moynihan-Kettle scheme will 
not only render further Pigeon House 
extensions unnecessary, but provide for 
three or four years during which com- 
bined. supplies available from the 
Shannon, the Liffey and’ the Pigeon 
House will exceed anticipated demands. 

The alternative to such gradual! in- 
creases of existing plant at the Pigeon 
House, or at Ardnacrusha, is that the 
E.S.B.. should refuse to meet further 
demands—in effect, to give connections to 
new consumers—during the three or four 
years of Poulaphouca development. Such 
a tempory paralysis and disorganisation 
of the Board’s progressive activities could 
not, of course, be contemplated. 


EMERGENCY LEGISLATION 


Taking all the factors into account, it. 
may now be anticipated with some con- 
fidence that legislation will be announced 
within the next two or three weeks which 
will enable the E.S.B. to acquire the 
necessary lands for the 5,000-acre reser- 
voir at Poulaphouca, and to enable the 
Corporation to exercise similar powers for 
the acquisition of such lands as are neces- 
sary to accommodate their proposed water 
supply aqueducts, pipe lines and service 
reservoirs. Following precedents in 
connection with the Shannon Scheme, and 
with other public undertakings of a press- 
ing character, it is not improbable that 
the Government—recognising the urgent 
needs of Dublin for water supplies, and 
the desirability of providing early em- 
ployment for unskilled labour—will an- 
nounce some form of emergency legisla~ 
tion under which the necessary works 
may proceed in advance of final legisla- 
tive sanction. The need for such emer- 
gency measures would seem to be fully 
demonstrated by the Corporation’s recent 
decisions to restrict water supplies in 
suburban areas and to refuse extensions 
of pipe lines for projected building 
schemes generally. 


RESTRICTION OF BUILDING 


From the employment point of view 
it is now realised that further delay with 
the Poulaphouca scheme not alone in- 
volves the postponement of works neces- 
sary to absorb unemployment, but, as 
the result of checking building operations 
in suburban’ areas, may lead to actual 
diminutions of employment for unskilled 
labourers in various’ branches of the 
building and allied trades. In face of 
such probabilities it would seem difficult 
for the Government to justify further 
delay in announcing its final decisions on 
the Poulaphouca project.

BRITISH LINER LOSES 
PROPELLER

From REUTER,8 CORRESPONDENT, 
NEW YORK, Thursday. 
The Liverpool liner Nova Scotia (6,796 


tons), with 212 passengers and crew, is 
being towed to Bermuda by another 
British steamer, after losing her propeller 
during the night when 600 miles east of 
St. Augustine, Florida. Her distress 
message, ‘‘ Lost propeller; need immediate 
assistance,’’ was picked up hy the London 
liner Eastern Prince (10,926 tons), which 
covered 110 miles at full speed, to arrive 
alongside the Nova Scotia before day- 
light. 

Messrs. Furness, Withy and Co., 
managers of the Nova Scotia, announced 
subsequently that the Eastern Prince had 
begun towing the damaged liner to 
Hamilton, Bermuda. The passengers, none 
of whom are believed to be British, were 
stated to be in good spirits and 
“ apparently in no danger." 

An earlier wireless message from the 
Nova Scotia said: ‘‘The ship is in no 
danger whatsoever.’” The weather was not 
stormy. 

The Monarch of Bermuda (22,424 tons), 
one of the rescue ships when the Morro 
Castle took fire, and the coastguard cutter 
~Yamacraw, also set out to the rescue on 
receiving the Nova Scotia’s 8.0.8. The 
captain of the Nova Scotia, however, wire- 
lessed that he only needed help from the 
Eastern Prince, and the other two vessels 
resumed their courses.

Imports of hydraulic cement during the nine 
months, May, 1935, to January, 1936, in- 
clusive, amounted to 259,492 tons value 
£337,675. The amount received in licence fees 
since May, 1935, to the end of January last 
was £63,525 13s. 4d. ' 

In reply to Mr. M. J. Keyes (Lab., Lime- 
rick), Mr. LEMASS said that imports of 
Italian origin were:—In November, 1935, 
valued for. £18,601; December, £13,926,, and 
January, 1936, £7,353. Exports to Italy were 
in November, £335; December, £23, and 
January, £29.

It is understood that the Football League 
clubs, at a special meeting in Manchester 
yesterday, accepted the principle of copyright- 
ing the League fixtures. With the exception 
of Aldershot, Bristol City and Brighton and 
Hove Albion, all the 88 clubs in the League 
were represented at the conference, which was 
conducted in private, with Mr. John McKeni.a 
in the chair. The Management Committee of 
the League had previously considered the pro- 
posal that a charge should be made for the 
use of the fixtures by promoters of football 
coupons, and this matter was for the first 
time placed before the clubs for their con- 
sideration. 

At the close of the meeting Mr, McKenna 
stated that there was nothing for publication, 
but inquiries revealed that the scheme out- 
lined by Mr. Watson Hartley had been 
accepted. When approached. on this point 
Mr, Hartley emphasised that, like everyone 
else present at the conference, he was sworn 

but he óga ! explained the de- 
e arrangement he brought forward 
for the consideration of the club representa- 
tives. 

‘The scheme I have drawn up,” said Mr. 
Hartley, ‘‘is simply and mainly this: The 
football pools are conducting the mammoth 
business of between twenty and thirty million 
pounds each football season—the week! 
revenue being between £700,000 and £800,000. 
The business is being built entirely upon the 
unauthorised use of the copyright fixtures of 
the 88 clubs of the Football league” 

Pointing out that the opinion of eminent 
counsel has established the question of copy- 
right, Mr. Hartley declared. “' The proposals 
put before the meeting were that it is grossly 
unfair that many football clubs, whose fixtures 
are being used for pool purposes and the 
making of colossal sums of money, are in dire 
financial difficulties. Indeed, one Northern 
club is at present unable to pay more than 
the summer rate of wages. hat has been

FEATURE of the first day’s coursing 
A at Altcar was the speed and stamina 
of the hares.

With the exception of Rowley Regis, all 
the. fancied candidates got through, although 
it took Micawber a long time to win his 
courses. It is probable, however, that. the 
two outings will have been beneficial to him, 
as he is a big dog who thrives on plenty of 
work. First time to slips he led Mighty 
Curious a length, while in his second course 
he could lead Raft Afloat only a length and 
a half, after which it was only a very strong 
finish which gained him the flag.

The terms of settlement in the fourteen- 
weeks’ strike of upholsterers, which comes to 
an end to-day, were made kfown yesterday. 
They are as follows:—A 44-hour week, in- 
stead of a 47-hour working week, for both 
male and female workers; 2s. per hour, in- 
stead of 1s. 10d. per hour, for male workers, 
and 43s. per week for female workers; pay- 
ment for the following bank holidays: St. 
Patrick’s Day (except St. Patrick’s Day, 
1936), Easter Monday, Whit Monday, First 
Monday in August and Christmas yeh a 
week’s annual holidays, with pay, calculated 
on the basis of a half-day per complete month 
of service. In future the mattress-making 
industry is to be closed to apprentices, 
that the work may eventuality revert 
upholsterers 

The upholsterers will resmme work in all 
factories to-day, but the mattress-makers are 
to remain on strike.
